Even  though  this  is  a new  con- 
stitution, it  is  presented  in  the  form 
of  an  amendment  so  that  the  offi- 
cers now  in  office  will  remain  in 
office  when  it  is  voted  upon  by  the

PREAMBLE 

We,  the  Associated  Students  of 
Brigham  Young  University,  in  or- 
der to  promote  the  interest  of  the 
student  and  exercise  the  power 
delegated  by  the  University  Ad- 
ministration, do  ordain  and  es- 
tablish this  Constitution  for  the 
Associated  Students  of  Brigham 
Young  University. 


ARTICLE  I THE  STUDENT 
ASSOCIATION 

Section  I:  Membership 

All  full-time  students  shall  be 
members  of  the  student  associa- 
tion. Members  shall  have  the 
right  to  fair  treatment  in  all 
dealings  with  the  student  asso- 
ciation. Furthermore,  students 
may  present  any  grievances 
against  administrative  action  be- 
fore the  assembly,  which  may 
take  such  action  as  it  deem  pro- 
per. Membership  in  the  fresh- 
man, sophomore,  junior,  senior 
and  graduate  classes  will  be  de- 
termined by  the  University  Ad- 
ministration. 

Section  II:  Qualification  for  Of- 
fice 

(1)  All  nominees  for  office  un- 
der this  constitution  must 
possess  a cumulative  grade- 
point  average  of  2.4  for  all 
university  credit  or  a 3.0 
grade-point  average  for  the 
one  semester  prior  to  nomi- 
nation. All  officers  under 
this  constitution  shall  main- 
tain a 2.0  grade-point  aver- 
age, or  they  shall  be  auto- 
matically discharged  from  of- 
fice. 

(2)  All  elected  officers  under  this 
constitution  except  class  of- 
ficers shall  be  members  of 
the  student  association  for 
two  semesters,  one  of  which 
shall  be  the  semester  he  as- 
sumes office. 

(3)  Candidates  for  vice  president 
of  finance  shall  have  been 
approved  prior  to  nomina- 
tion on  the  basis  of  proper 


training  by  a committee  cre- 
ated by  law  for  that  purpose. 
Section  III:  Class  of  Office 
A president,  vice  president,  and 
secretary  shall  be  elected  for 
each  class  by  a simple  majority 
of  their  respective  class  members 
during  final  balloting. 

Section  IV:  Oatli  of  Office 
Before  any  officer  under  this 
constitution  may  assume  office 
he  shall  take  the  following  oath 
or  affirmation?  “I  do  solemnly 
affirm  that  I will  faithfully  exe- 
cute the  office  of  

of  the  Associated  Students  of 
the  Brigham  Young  University, 
and  will  to  the  best  of  my  ability 
enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Associated  Stu- 
dents of  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity and  uphold  the  standards  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints.” 

ARTICLE  II  THE 
LEGISLATIVE  BRANCH 

Section  I:  Composition 
The  assembly  shall  be  com- 
posed of  the  following  represent- 
atives: two  representatives  from 
each  class,  each  vice  president  of 
the  student  association,  two  rep- 
resentatives from  the  inter-hous- 
ing council,  one  representative 
from  the  inter-organizational 
council  and  two  representatives 
at  large.  The  number  of  repre- 
sentatives at  large  may  be  in- 
creased to  six  by  the  incumbent 
assembly.  The  Assembly  Presi- 
dent shall  be  a member  of  the 
Assembly. 

Section  II:  Election 
Representatives  from  the  clas- 
ses shall  be  elected  by  the  re- 
spective classes,  vice  presidents 
and  representatives-at-large  shall 
be  elected  by  the  student  associ- 
ation, and  other  representatives 
shall  be  elected  as  determined  by 
law. 

Section  III:  Powers  and  Duties 

(1)  All  legislative  powers  shall 
be  vested  in  the  assembly. 

(2)  All  powers  not  specifically 
delegated  to  the  executive 
and  judicial  branches  under 
this  constitution  shall  be  re- 
served by  the  assembly. 

(3)  The  assembly  shall  appropri- 
ate the  monies  of  the  budget 
of  the  student  association. 

(4)  The  assembly  shall  deter- 
mine its  rules  for  procedure 
and  elect  a president  and 
other  officers  as  it  deems 


proper. 

(5)  All  appointments  of  the  exec- 
utive branch,  bills  and  reso- 
lutions must  be  passed  and 
approved  by  a simple  major- 
ity vote. 

(6)  All  bills  passed  by  the  as- 
sembly shall  become  law 
when  signed  by  the  president 
of  the  student  association. 
Bills  not  signed  by  the  pres- 
ident and  not  vetoed  within 

ten  school  days  following  re- 
ceipt shall  become  law.  The  as- 
sembly may  override  a pres- 
idential veto  by  a two-thirds 
majority  of  the  assembly. 

(7)  A bill  or  any  item  thereof 
may  be  vetoed  by  the  presi- 
dent of  the  student  associa- 
tion. In  the  event  that  the 
president  vetoes  certain 
items  of  a bill,  the  rest  shall 
become  law  in  the  usual 
manner.  Bills  or  items  there- 
of vetoed  by  the  president 
shall  be  returned,  together 
with  his  objections,  to  the 
assembly.  Bills  or  items 
thereof  reconsidered  by  the 
assembly  shall  become  law 
if  approved  by  two-thirds  of 
the  assembly. 

(8)  The  assembly  shall  by  law 
provide  for  the  case  of  im- 
peachment and  removal  of 
any  executive  officer.  Said 
action  shall  receive  the  ap- 
proval of  three-fourths  of  the 
assembly. 

(9)  In  the  event  of  a vacancy  or 
inability  to  serve  occurs  in 
the  office  of  the  student  as- 
sociation president,  assembly 
shall  designate  within  10 
school  days  one  of  the  vice 
presidents  to  be  president. 

(10)  The  assembly  shall  create 
such  inferior  courts  for  the 
administration  of  justice  as 
it  deems  proper. 

Section  IV:  Initiative  and  Refer- 
endum. 

(1)  Any  bill  signed  by  one  per- 
cent of  the  student  associa- 
tion shall  be  submitted  to  the 
assembly.  The  assembly  shall 
then  consider  and  vote  on  the 
bill  in  the  same  manner  as 
would  be  done  with  a bill 
originating  in  the  assembly. 

(2)  Any  member  of  the  student 
association  may  submit  a pe- 
tition to  the  assembly  signed 
by  five  per-cent  of  the  stu- 
dent association  to  cause  a 
bill  to  be  submitted  to  the 


student  association  for  refer- 
endum. The  bill  shall  become 
law  upon  a concurring  vote 
of  those  voting  at  balloting. 
Said  referendum  must  be 
published  in  the  student 
newspaper  ten  days  before 
balloting. 


ARTICLE  III  THE 
EXECUTIVE  BRANCH 
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Demand  Fairness 


The  extremity  of  the  recent  ac- 
tion taken  by  the  IOC  Council 
against  the  Samuel  Hall  Society 
constitutes  an  insult  to  the  in- 
tegrity of  the  members  of  the  so- 
ciety and  is  clearly  a discrimina- 
tory action. 

The  charges  leveled  against  the 
SHS  are  based,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  final,  vague  and  un- 
founded accusation  concerning 
selectivity  upon  a by-law  of  the 
IOC  constitution  which  states: 


Each  and  every  student  eyent, 
whether  held  on  campus  or  off 
campus,  must  be  scheduled 
through  the  University  Schedul- 
ing Office. 

This  by-law,  if  literally  inter- 
preted, as  obviously  has  been,  is 
senseless  and  utterly  impractic- 
able; if  reasonably  interpreted,  it 
is  inapplicable  in  the  situation  at 
hand  and  could  By  no  responsible 
judgement  be  regarded  as  just- 
ification for  the  outrageous  pen- 
alty dealt  to  the  SHS.  The  prin- 
ciple behind  the  decision  is  faulty 
and  the  obvious  discrimination, 
enacted  behind  a genial  and  fe- 
licitious  facade  is  morally  ques- 
tionable. 

As  a result  of  this  unhappy  de- 
cision, the  SHS  shall  suffer  not 
only  from  the  unreasonable  rep- 
rimand but  from  the  -stigma 


which  extreme  disciplinary  action 
inevitably  carries  with  it,  as  well. 
This  constitutes  a grave  injustice 
in  itself.  So,  we  must  appeal,  for 
the  redemption  of  our  integrity, 
if  for  no  other  reason. 

The  crux  of  the  matter,  how- 
ever, is  the  issue  of  discrimina- 
tion. For  the  sake  of  the  freedom 
of  assembly,  selective  discipline 
has  no  place  on  a university  cam- 
pus and  especially  not  on  one 
which  functions  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  a theological  in- 
stitution. We,  in  good  faith,  ask 
only  for  fairness;  we  demand 
only  justice;  we  have  received 
neither.  Consequently,  we  have 
no  choice  but  to  fight;  and  fight 
we  shall.  We  shall  carry  our  bat- 
tle, if  necessity  requires,  to  the 
top  levels  of  ecclesiastical  auth- 
ority, for  to  allow  such  a perver- 
sion of  justice  to  be  perpetrated 
unchallenged  would  be  to  estab- 
lish the  rightness  of  arbitrary 
authority. 

Our  battle  is,  therefore,  not 
just  a private  concern;  it  is  a 
public  cause.  We  fight  not  just 
for  honor  but  for  honesty,  not 
just  for  personal  freedom  but 
for  public  fairness.  Our  appeal  is 
fair  and  our  cause  is  just.  So,  if 
we  are  confronted  with  honesty, 
if  we  are  treated  with  fairness, 
if  we  may  be  truly  engaged  in 
the  establishment  of  justice,  we 


shall  need  no  excusses;  for  we 
cannot  fail.

The  1964-65  BYU  basketball 
team  is  proving  to  be  one  of  the 
hottest  teams  to  ever  come  out  of 
the  Cougar  den. 

THEY  HAVE  played  in  24 
games  this  year,  and  have  at 
least  4 more  to  go,  (possibly  6), 
and  they  are  making  a complete 
shambles  of  the  past  records. 

The  record  onslaught  is  led  by 
two  of  the  outstanding  seniors  on 
the  squad,  John  Fairchild,  and 
Bob  Quinney. 

FAIRCHILD  HAS  NOW  scored 
522  points  this  season,  and  is 
very  likely  going  to  set  a new  re- 
cord for  the  most  points  in  one 
season.  The  record  is  now  held  by 


Roland  Minson  (50-51)  when  the 
Cats  played  in  37  games.  Minson 
scored  619  in  that  year,  and  Fair- 
child  only  has  possibility  of  play- 
ing in  30  games.  \ 

One  other  record  that  he  will 
probably  add  to  his  collection,  will 
be  the  best  scoring  average  for 
the  season.

IN  THE  FIELD  of  team  re- 
cords, the  Cats  continue  to  set  a 
blistering  pace.  They  are  very 
close  to  a team  mark  in  total  re- 
bounds for  one  season.  The  old 
standard  is  1457,  set  in  1951  (37 
games),  while  the  Wattsmen  are 
grabbing  the  missed  shots  at 
about  50  per  games,  and  now  have 
a total  of  1229. 

The  team  offensive  scoring 
average  is  95.4,  which  will  oblit- 
erate the  old  mark  of  79.0  set  last 
year.  They  are  also  close  to  set- 
ting a new  mark  in  the  offense- 
defense  margin,  as  the  point 
spread  is  now  at  12.5,  as  compared 
to  the  12.6  registered  in  1953.
